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SUPPORT TO DEFENSE DEPARTNVENTS AND AGENCI ES

1. Purpose. This regulation provides policy and gui dance for
U S. Arny Corps of Engineers (USACE) el enents and conmands
perform ng rei nbursable work for defense departnents and
agenci es.

2. Applicability. This regulation applies to HQUSACE OCE
el ements, mmj or subordi nate comuands, districts, |aboratories,
and field operating activities (FQA).

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4. Functi ons and Responsibilities.

a. This ERis applicable to all mlitary functions and
responsibilities which are not already assigned to USACE in CSR
10-31. Wien there is doubt as to whether or not a request for
USACE support falls within the authority of this ER inquiry wll
Belnage to the Director, MIlitary Prograns (see paragraph 8,

el ow) .

b. This ERis not applicable to work done for non-DCD
agenci es, foreign governnents, or private U S. firnms; or for work
done for Commanders in Chief (CINCs), other Arny M or Conmands,
or other DOD conponents not in direct support of U S. forces
overseas. Work I ncluded in the above excl usions should be
coordinated with the Director, Cvil Wrks.

5. Expl anati on of Terns.

a. Brokering refers to project related work perforned by one
USACE command for anot her USACE command on a cost-rei nbursable
basi s, docunented by a Support Agreenent.

b. Decision Menorandumis a nmenorandum prepared by the
initiating HQSACE el enent or USACE command whi ch outlines the
scope of work, the USACE role in the work, why a particul ar USACE
command shoul d performthe work, benefits to USACE and t he agency
i nvol ved, proposed project managenent role, acquisition and
i npl ementati on strategies, and projected resource requirenents
gdollars and man-years of effort) identified separately for both

1) technical direct and (2) overhead (G&A).

c. Departnments and agencies refer to distinct el enments of
t he Departnent of Defense organization outside USACE. "Agency"
when used in other definitions refers to either a departnment or
an agency of DOD

d. Menorandum of Agreenent (MOA) is a witten agreenent
bet ween USACE and anot her agency that provides for the transfer
or performance of a technical mssion or function. (Wile a
Menor andum of Understandi ng i s synonynous, the term MOA will be
used within USACE for consistency.) Wen the MOA doesn't address
specific projects or funding, a Support Agreenent wll generally
be prepared to supplenent the MOA. (See AR 25-50, Para 2-10 and

Appendil x B.)

e. Mssions and Functions referenced in this ER are those
contained in the applicable statenents of m ssions and functions
(see AR 10-5, AR 10-87, CSR 10-31 and ER-10 series for USACE
commands) .
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f. Reinbursable Services are those services perforned for
provided to, or received fromanother agency, wherein repaynent
for all costs incurred is nade by the receiving agency.

g. Support Agreenent (DD Form 1144) (Appendix A) is a
docunent which may include a narrative addendum co-signed by
USACE and the other agency, under which specific technical,
adm ni strative and/or |oglstical support 1s provided by USACE
and funds are provided by the other mlitary agency. This form
is also applicable to transfers between USACE conmands. DD Form
1144 may be reproduced | ocally.

h. USACE Commands include all MSCs, districts, |aboratories
and field operating activities (FQA).

6. Approval of MOA and Support Agreenents.

a. Except as indicated bel ow, a USACE command may approve
and execute agreenents for reinbursable services which are
exclusively wthin the conmand area of responsibility and
resource gui dance. A copy of all agreenents wll be furnished to
CEMP-MD or CEMP-R within 7 cal endar days after the effective date
of the agreenent or signature, whichever is earlier.

b. The Director, MIlitary Prograns wi ||l approve any
agreenent for reinbursable services that requires brokering. For
a specific programor project, this authority nay be del egated to
a USACE command for centralized prograni project nmanagenent.

c. The Commandi ng CGeneral / Chi ef of Engineers will approve
all agreenments for relnbursable services invol ving support
services, which are either beyond the Director of Mlitary
Prograns area of responsibility, or where it is determ ned that
approval and signature authority by the agency heads are
appropri ate.

7. Quidance for USACE Commands. A decision nenorandum staffed
t hrough appropriate channels, will be used to seek HQUSACE
approval before nmaking any commtnent to provide rei nbursable
services to another agency when any one of the foll ow ng
condi ti ons exi sts:

a. The scope of work or conplexity of the proposed support
requi res brokering.

b. The inpact on existing resources may adversely affect the
performance of ongoing m ssions or projects.
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c. It is apparent that the scope of work includes
performance of work w thin anot her USACE command geogr aphic
boundary or functional area of responsibility.

d. The scope of work requires expertise that is not readily
avail abl e in the USACE conmand.

e. The design/construction agent responsibilities within DOD
and USACE are not clearly defined.

f. The work requires international travel or will be
perfornmed for agencies overseas.

8. HOUSACE Staff Actions. Staff actions will be coordi nated by
CEMP- MD (CEMP-R for environnental prograns/projects). CEMP-MD or
CEMP-R wi || coordi nate with HQUSACE el enents, USACE commands, and
agenci es outside USACE;, maintain files of executed MOA and
Support Agreenents; and prepare reports and answer outside
inquiries on USACE activities. The only exception to the above
is the Acquisition Plan, which is to be submtted in accordance
w th EFARS 7.103 for approval; however, with respect to the

Proj ect/ Program manager's function and responsibility for
execution, a copy of the Acquisition Plan shall also be submtted
t hrough project managenent channels, concurrently with
contracting channels, to CEMP-MD or CEMP-R as appropri ate.

9. Content of Menorandum of Agreenment (MOA). MA will follow
t he basi c guidance in AR 25-50. Appendi x B provides the format
and subject matter to be included I n the MOA

10. Project Managenent. MOA will include project nanagenent
policies and procedures in accordance with ER 5-7-1 (FR) (Advance
Copy). Project/Program managers basic reports will integrate the

acqui sition planning process. All projects will be reported in
t he Aut omat ed Managenent and Progress Reporting System (AVPRS)
